Claims 1 and 3 are not grouped, since these claims are drawn to a "use". In the event that 
these claims are amended to recite a compound, composition or method that constitutes a 
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proper statutory class of invention, these claims will be grouped appropriately. 

Claims 10 -12 are also not grouped; in the event that Group 1 or 2 is elected, claims 10-12 
will be rejoined with that group. 
The claimed inventions are distinct. 

Groups {3, 4} and {1, 2} are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process 
as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP 806.05(f)). 
Similarly, Groups {3, 4} and {1,2} are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process 
of using that product (MPEP 806.05(h)). However, in the event that either of Groups 1 or 
2 is elected, and claims therein found allowable, the corresponding method-of-making and 
method-of-use claims will be rejoined for further examination.
